The sacred 
cat, ichneutnon and oIIkt cherished an- 
imals devoutly worshiped by the Egyp 
tians were embalmed with scrupulous 
and fanatical care. On days special ta 
ttw memory of the dead the mumniie!* 
were newly sprinkled with perfume, 
iacenae waa offered bofore them and 
ttalr heada, anointed with frMh oU-ln 
ttM aame fiplrlt aa wa icy mw bki 
npon the grarea of onr dead.
